‘Let us examine the accomplish- 
ments of the past 30 years. Ty- 
phoid and -smallpox have heen 
virtually eliminated in Georgia. 
Diphtheria occurs only a tenth as 
often as in 1920. Deaths from 
malaria are but 10 per cent of 
the figures of a quarter-century 
ago. 

The wars against these “ange 
though the weapons were avail- 
able. It was necessary to conduct 
a long campaign of education, be 
fore vaccination against smallpox 
became universal, before. most 
children were immunized against 
diphtheria, before communities 
were willing to expend sufficient 
funds upon antimalaria drainage 
projects, before water supplies 
were rendered safe against typhoid. 

Local campaigns have demon- 
strated that the same general 
methods are effective . against 
syphilis and tuberculosis, the two 
diseases that Georgia must con 
quer. But greater patience—and 
greater expenditures — will be 
needed to combat these, for they 
do not yield with the same readi- 
ness. 

The magnificent work that the 
State Health Department has car- 
ried on against diphtheria, typhoid, 
malaria, hookworm, smallpox and 

llagra is a story that has never 

een told in full. At one time 
in Georgia, “‘the choking sickness,” 
diphtheria, took the lives of many 
thousands of infants and ‘small 
children annually. Today the dis- 
ease is a rarity, due to the practice 
of immunization, and when it does 
occur it is seldom fatal. Hook- 
worm has been greatly reduced. 
|Pellagra, a deficiency disease, is 
seldom encountered. The syste- 
matic analysis of the water sup 
plies of Georgia’s towns and cities 
has “ended typhoid as an urban 
threat, and it is vanishing as a 
rural malady as a result of the 
educational campaign for sanita- 
tion. Malaria already has ceased 
to be a serious scourge, and after 
the war, when new mosquito de. 
stroyers become avail-ble, it will 
vanish completely. 
the other hand, tuberculosis 
is looming as one of the most seri 
ous enemies in Georgia. 
stimulated by the strain and over- 
| work of the war period, it is on the 
increase. 

Likewise there is a threat of an 
upward trend for deaths due to 
maternal and infant causes. And 
the battle against the social dis- 
feases has not yet been won in 
Georgia. 

Our past experience, both in 
Georgia and elsewhere, .jeads to a 
conclusion that public health serv- 
ices, if given sufficient financial] 
support to maintain adequate per: 
; sonnel, can contro] all the diseases 
that are amenable to specific im- 
'munization, isolation and_ sanita- 
tion measures. Indeed, we have 
rather thoroughly conquered dis- 
eases of this type. 

But the work that must be done 
in the future will yield no such 
speedy and dramatic results. The

eradication of tuberculosis as. a! 
public enemy in Georgia will re 
quire a control program of a dif- 
ferent, more complex and more ex- 
pensive type. That is equally .rue 
of the other séourges enumerated. 

More hospital beds, more physi- 
cians, more and better laboratories 
will be needed if we are to win 
these wars. wig 

The state’s contribution for pub- 
lic health in the ~ fiscal year 
amounted to slightly above $1,000,- 
000; $600,000 of this sum went to 
the department for public health 
activities, and $414,000 was ex- 
pended for the support of Alto 
sanatorium, which is under the 
agency’s supervision. Federal par- 
ticipation in the public health field 
was very large, and it is likely taat 
federal funds for this work will 
continue available, 

If we are to extend our health 
services to a point where they will 
properly protect our citizens, addi- 
tional expenditures by the. state 
will be required. 

That is because the right kind 
of public health service probably 
is beyond the means of some of 
Georgia's counties. 

There may be some. critics who 
will find fault with any: policy of 
greater state participation in a 
health program and who feel that 
the support of local health services 
is essentially a local function. 

I am unwilling to concede, on 
the basis of public morality, that 
any citizens of Georgia should be 
allowed to die of preventable dis- 
ease because the property assess- 
ments in his county of residence 
will not yield sufficient revenue 
from a one-mill tax levy to support 
a local health agency. But moral 
questions aside, it is obvious that 
typhoid germs and tuberculosis ba- 
cillf are not restrained by county 
lines, and that an epidemic of diph- 
theria can spread easily from one 
Georgia county that is poor into 
another Georgia county that is 
prosperous. The problem of public 
health is partly nation-wide; it is 
certainly state-wide. 

The public health panel of the 
Agricultural and Industrial Devel- 
opment Board has just completed 
a careful study of the twar 
needs for public health in Georgia. 

They discovered that only eigh- 
teen counties can support, by a 
one-mill property .levy, a health 
officer and a nurse; only eleven 
counties’ can afford a _ full-time 
health department. 

However, there was a bright 
side to the picture. One public 
health nurse can serve 5,000 per- 
sons; one public health officer can 
render adequate service to 50,000 
persons, By grouping counties, it 
will be possible for all those coun: 
ties that can not afford complete 
departments to have the benefit 
of adequate. health, services. 

This would mean that every 
group of counties would have an 
adequate staff of medica) officers 
and a sanitary engineer, and that 
the public health nurses would be 
attached to these offices to serve 
the surrounding areas. 

Stressing the importance of lo- 
cal support and local control over 
the loca) functions, the report 
points out: “Under this plan each 
county board of health would op 
erate under its present powers. 
Each would have the right to se 
lect its own personne! as is done 
at the present time.”

Incidentally, it is because of the 
pressing character of these im- 
provements for public health, pub- 
lic welfare and education thai this 
state administration has insisted 
upon a fiscal policy of rigid econ- 
omy. If we are to afford these 
things that we need, we must pay 
off the state debts and develop 
reserves to meet building costs 
when materials are available, It 
may involve a policy of “penny- 
pinching” today, but it means bet- 
ter conditions tomorrow, noha 
The state program of public 
health alone can not do all that is 
needed to protect Georgians. An 


treatment of illness is needed also: 
The health panel of the Agricul- 
tural and Industrial Development 
Board, for example, has stressed 
the importance of adequate hospi- 
tal facilities and pointed out that 
counties can build such hospitals 
by the creation of a loca] hospital 
authority. 

The creation of such hospitais 
would, tremendously assist phy- 
sicians in their wn practice 
and encourage them to establish 
their offices in the smaller towns 
and rural areas, reversing a trend 
toward concentration of facilities 
for medical attention in the’ cities. 

Of course, the coicern of the 
state necessarily must be with pre- 
vention of disease and with the 
treatment of communicable ail: 
ments that constitute a menace to 
the public health. But its: agencies

cal garbage collections in years. 

When the fan is stepped up to 
1,800 revolutions a minute, it 

pulls more than 5,000 cubic feet 
of air into the truck every minute 
at a speed of 5,500 feet a minute. 

Whole sacks of -garbage disap- 
pear along with tin cans, bottles 
and other common refuse. The 
cans are battered, bottles broken 
and garbage is cut into fine pieces 
as the blades of the fan do their 
work. It is thrown through the fan 
into the truck where it is packed 
compactly under a wind pressure 
of more than 60 miles an hour. 

A common truck packed by the 
Cates-Jett vacuum will hold more 
than twice as much garbage as one 
packed by hand, 

So efficient is the loader, that 
three Negro collectors have diffi- 
culty feeding it, and the one truck 
does the work of several hand-op- 
erated machines, 

Cates, Jett and Thomas have 
worked tirelessly on the.loader for 
months, They had trouble with or- 
dinary fans, The blades broke aft- 
er crystallizing under the constant 
beating of heavy garbage. They fi- 
nally ordered a specially construct- 
ed fan, and it is now in operation. 

Although city garbage collec- 
tions have been reduced during 
the wer od, city hands collect- 
ed 92,000 tons in 1941, and, after 
the war’ when salvage of tin cans 
and paper is abandoned, it is ex- 
pected that the collections will 
again approach the, 100,000 ton a 
year mark., 

Last year, the 44 trucks now op- 
erated by the department collected 
only 72,390 tons at an average cost 
of $3.85 a ton. A total of 81,840 
tons were collected in 1942, Col- 
lection costs: for 1943 were e277. 
659, but Cates ‘believes this can be 
cut materially, and is confident 
that adequate collections can be 
maintained when the loaders can 
be obtai gt 7 trucks.

Production 
Of Civilian 
Goods Frozen 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—(#)— 
The War Production Board today 
threw its weight into the drive 
to keep workers on the munitions 
lines by freezing its programs for 
civilian goods production at cur- 
rent levels, 


‘The ceiling will stand until fur- 
ther notice—and is designed, an 
official announcement said, ‘to 


‘prevent reconversion from inter- 


fering with production for military 
needs.” 

The order, a policy guide to the 
WPR’s staff signed December 
but only now made public, Sacks 
earlier plans for expansion 
1945 in a number of durable goods 
programs. 

It applies less to clothing, tex- 
tiles, and other “soft” goods, and 
to parts and raw materials, WPB 
said, than to hard goods. 


The ruling is expected to exert 
a stabilizing influence on man- 
power for several reasons. 


First, it will assure workers that 
no great number of peacetime fac- 
tory jobs will be opening up while 
they stick to military production. 

Second, it will tend to deter 
manufacturers from “hoarding” la‘ 
bor in expectancy of early peace- 
time goods expansion. 

Third, it may help channel into 
critical ‘armament programs more 
of the workers who are released 
when' war contracts are canceled 
or completed. 


The last objective is sought in 
a clause which provides that in 
17 important industries—-including 
trucks, buses, typewriters, motor- 
cycles, tracked tractors and cutlery 
—a decrease in war work shall 
not be followed by an increase in 
civilian production, unless a fac- 
tory labor check shows that no 
appreciable number of qualified 
workers would be freed for “more 
urgent programs, either locally or 
for inter-regional recruitment.” 

In general, WPB said any civil- 
ian production permitted beyond 
the approved level must be done 
on a plant-by-plant basis through 
the “spot” authorization plan. Un- 
der this method, an _ individual 
manufacturer may make civilian 
goods if he can prove he has men 
and machines not needed for war.

Comes Home 
As Surprise

Last Monday was a long-remem- 
bered day for Mrs. W. F. Proud: 
foot Sr., of Rome,-for her son 
came home for the first time in 15 
months! 

After participating in four 
European invasions, North Afri 
can, Sicilian, Anzio and Southern 
France, Gunner's Mate W. F. 
Proudfoot Jr., can be considered 
an expert on naval groundwork 
(if the simile is not too fantastic) 
for landings on enemy beaches. 

Until that morning, Mrs. Proud. 
fo>t thought her son was too busy 
with the war in the Mediterra- 
nean to come home, He surprised 
his sister, Mrs. W. C. Maxwell, 
of 64 Fourteenth street, N. E., this 
weekend, and reached into the 
bottom of his bag of surprises 
when he walked into his home. 

The native of Rome has little to 
say about his wartime experiences, 
but he can brag on his ship, a 
light cruiser, the U. S. S. Brook: 
lyn. That ship lives up to the 
reputation for tenacity long known 
to that New York city. 

The Brooklyn boasts the lo 
est service of any ship in the 
Mediterranean, as well as buying 
the largest amount of war bonds 
of any ship in the entire U. S. 
fleet. In the Fifth War Loan drive 
the hardy crew bought $145,000 
‘worth of bonds, with the closest 
competitor a battleship which 
bought only 90-odd thousands of 
dollars’ worth. 

Among the most prized war 
souvenirs Proudfoot brought home 
with him is six inches of red and 
white silk. That scrap of cloth 
was his part of the “Homeward- 
Bound Pennant” which the ship 
proudly flew when she set sail 
to this country. Any ship which 
has been at sea for 12 months is 
entitled to fly one foot of silk for 
every man aboard who has been 
poverseas one year or more. The 
Brooklyn had so many men to 
qualify that the allowance had to 
be cut down to six inches, and 
even then it reached from one end 
of the not-too-small craft to the 
other. 

In addition to the Purple Heart. 
for wounds received at Casablanca, 
Gunner’s Mate Proudfoot also 
wears the Nort African campaign 
ribbon with four stars, and the 
American Defense ribbon for con. 
tact with the enemy before Pear! 
Harbor. 

Recently he saw the first foot. 
ball game he has seen since he 
joined the Navy five years ago 
when he saw Trippi’s Third ‘ir 
Force eleven down Dobbs’ Second 
Air Force Superbombers. ‘He has 
seen one baseball game in that 
five years. 

He is stationed at an antiair. 
craft gun abbard the Brooklyn and 
says the strafing these days can 
not compare with that they re. 
ceived during the first eight 
months of war.. He saw action in 
the Pacific and Atlantic before 
December 7, 1941, and has been 
in the Atlantic and Mediterranean 
since that time. 

After his precious 30-day leave 
is over, he will join his buddy 
Gunner’s Mate William W. Puck. 
ett, of Cartersville, for another 
tour of duty.

Eligible for 


\Retirement 


Approximately 1,000 schoo! 
teachers in Georgia’s public 
schools and colleges will be eligi- 
ble to retire on pensions when the

Georgia Behind in Adopting 
Uniform Laws, Meeting Told

NEW ORLEANS, La., Dec. 16.—That Georgia is behind in the 
adoption of uniform laws as recommended by the American Bar 
Association was pointed out today at the closing session of a regional 
conference sponsored by the Council of State Governments. 

Maj. James Thomas Conner, Louisiana commissioner on the 
uniform state laws commission, reported on the number of uniform 
laws which have been adopted by each of the 11 southern states 
represented at the New Orleans meeting.

try from a clandestine trip to Ber- 
lin, Leipzig and’ Silesia.

The great masses, especially in- 
dustrial workers, cherish but one 
wish, this observer found—that 
the war may end. - Doggedly they 
trudge to their work in such com- 
plete apathy that, even. the at- 
tempt on Hitler’s life with its at- 

ant purges left them up 
touched. . 
SELFISH MOTIVES 


If they méntioned the officers’ 
putsch’ at all, they said, with a 
shrug, “after all, these men went 
with Hitler while the going was 
good—hence their ‘motives now 
must have been selfish and not 
patriotic—to ditch their Fuehrer 
now that disaster is imminent.”

NEGATIVE SABOTAGE 


From the viewpoint of the Al- 
lies this apathy has its positive 
side. Hundreds of thousands of 
tired workers aren't even aware 
that they are slowing down work 
to an. alarming extent, thereby 
committing negative sabotage. In 
fact, attempts to speed them up 
are often met with insulting pro- 


fanity. 

From time to time this apathy 
gives place to temporary out- 
bursts of hysteria which may 
prove contagious throughout a 
war plant. Only sharp measures 
by the Gestapo can then restore 
the uilibrium. 

Nowhere except among Nazi 
officeholders did the secret visitor 
find anybody who was not aware 
that Germany has lost the war. 
Many workers, in fact, were offer. 
ing forbidden shelter to deserters 
for Nazidom’s foreign conscript 
legions or from foreign labor 
camps, as a sort of insurance for 
the future, in proof that they were 
different from the Nazis. 


WHY NOT PEACE 

Countless times the visitor asked 
people, “If everybody is so sick 
of the war, why don’t the people 
demand péace?” 

To this he received two answers. 

The first was Gestapo terrorism 
The second and somewhat surpris. 
ing one was that the food situation 
continues better than anybody an. 
ticipated. By no means has the 
low food level of 1917-18 been 
reached,

‘STRIKES AND REVOLUTION 


The Nazi oppressor has been 
driven out, and in his place have 
come strikes, mob violence and 
armed revolution—as in Greece, 
where Allied forces, firing Allied 
bullets, are killing one another— 
and over the noise of the musket- 


ry, above the babble of political 


oratory, is heard, with in 
frequency, the despairing lament:

Washington is encouraged, of

under which they d to live. 
To date, no one knows what form 
of government the people in any 
liberated area wish. 

No election has been held any- 
where. Moreover, it is doubtful if 
the people themselves know what 
kind ‘of government they want. 
What they want chiefly is food, 
fuel, clothing and shelter. They 
want to reopen their shops, re- 
establi8h their businesses and re- 
constitute for themselves a na- 
tional economic existence.

In the whole of American history, few 
things have been more thoroughly ridicu- 
lous than the-sspect of the traditionally 
ruthless railroads emitting outraged cries 
of “foul” over Gov.

Dead Eyes Staring 
At Impersonal Sky | 


Sospel is a small village in the south of 
’ a France, It is not for from Mentone and Breil. 
Probably you never heard of the place. 
There is a picture before me as I write, a photograph taken at 
Sospel. It is one of the most horrible and pitiable pictures I 
ever saw. 

It is the picture of 15 dead bodies. They are laid, side by side, 
Some of them stare with dead eyes 
up to the sky. In some only the vacant eye sockets, ghastly holes in 
emaciated faces, remain. 

These are the bodies of 15 French Maquis, members of that 
civilian army which did so much to help clear the Germans out 
of France. They were slain by the Germans after they had been 
taken prisoner. They were the only survivors of a small force 
of Maquis which, outnumbered and with only small arms to oppose 
the German mortars and artillery, held out in Sospel as long as 
humanly possible. 

The bitter resistance put up by this little Maqui force made 
the Germans angry. So, when they had wiped out most of the 
French and had made prisoners of the remaining 15, they turned 
their rage upon these helpless captives. 


e 
al "1 They sentenced the 15 to death. But, 
What the Nazis Did before the by then merciful death 


ended their sufferings, the 15 were tortured. They were beaten, 
struck in the face with clubs and rifle butts. The evidence is visible 
on the bodies of the dead, confirming the story as told by a few 
villagers who, cowering in fear as they hid from the Germans, 
witnessed the atrocity. 

The German soldiery used their bayonets on their prisoners. 
Finally, as the victims, wounded, beaten and tortured, writhed in 
their agony, six vicious police dogs were turned loose upon them. 
Only then did Nazi “mercy” bring surcease by shooting all 15, in 
groups. 

Now their bodies have been found and have been given orderly 
and honorable burial. First, though, the photograph now on my 
desk was taken. 

-Such incidents are a commonplace of war as it is waged by 
Germans. 

We in safe, peaceful America fortunately cannot understand, 
cannot realize all the horror of such war. think we would .be 
better fitted for our role in whatever world plan may be devised 
to enforce peace that shall last upon the postwar world, if we did 
fully understand such things as the story of Sospel. Not: that I 
would have such horrors visited upon us, but that I would have 
all of us better understand what German-style warfare means, what 
horrors have been perpetrated in the despoiled countries of Europe, 


Then, perhaps, we could more realistically touch, with our hearts 
and minds, the hearts and minds of people who have seen such 
brutalities zeae upon their loved ones, their neighbors and 


their friends. 
: During the first World War we 
Were They True Stories? read stories of atrocities per- 
trated by the Germans on men, women and babies in occupied 
Belgium and France. They seemed to us so fantastic we were in- 
clined to disbelieve and sweep them from memory with the word 
“propaganda.” After that war several officials confessed that they 
had invented many of those “atrocity” stories. ‘ 

This time, though, we know there has been no invention, Th 
has ‘been no need. The things the Nazis have done, to racial minori- 
ties within their own land, to populations of occupied countries, 
need no embellishment of frightfulness, They are admitted, un- 
denied, incontrovertible. 

The memory of Nazi brutism will never be forgotten so long 
as men remember the names of Lidice, Majdanek and all the other 
hells they created. 

And now, as we at last know the utter ruthlessness of a nation 
that counts its glory to slaughter unarmed, helpless millions, we 
begin to wonder about those atrocity reports of the first World 
War, and about the official confessions of fictionalizing after the 
war was done, ' 

Is it not probable there were atrocities then, milder to be sure, 
but forerunners of the vileness that Nazified Germany has dis- 
played in this last few years? 

The picture before me is sickening in its horror. It would, I 
decide, be too gruesome for general publication. Nevertheless, it 
might be a good thing if we could see, and study and remember 
it. It might make us more ‘realistic when the time comes to de- 
termine the fate. of conquered Germany.

Nothing is more difficult and 
yet more needed than the cultiva- 
tion of an open mind. There is a 
happy mean between the extremes 
of having no opinions at all, and 
the holdifg of fixed and final 
opinions. Of course, if one is to 
accomplish anything, he must 
walk and work by the best light 
which he has, But to do one’s best 
work, and make the most possible 
progress, he must remember that 
there may be more light, and that 


on no given subject has all knowl- 
edge been revealed. The deadly 
danger of a prejudice is, that it 
closes the mind against more light, 
and makes impossible any better 
judgment ®than the one he has 
formed, 


_ Thus we are prone to form 
prejudiced judgments against 
places, sections, or countries, The 
classical instance is that of Na- 
thaniel, when Phillip came to him 
with the joyful news that he had 
found the Messiah—Jesus of Naza- 
reth. With a well-worn phrase of 
popular prejudice—“Car any good 
thing come out of Nazareth?”— 
Nathaniel would have shut out all 
the radiant glory of the persorial- 
ity of Jesus from his life, because 
of the town in which Jesus had 
spent His youth. 


How easily a city or a state, a 
nationality or a race, may become 
identified in our thought with that 
which is evil, so that the very 
mention of the name slams the 
door of the mind. We will receive 
no person or idea from that area 
of prejudice, because we have al- 
ready decided that nothing good 
can “come out of Nazareth.» The 
hurt here is not so much to the 
object of one’s prejudice, as to the 
man who holds the prejudic.. 
Good will come out of the preju- 
diced place, but he will receiv~ no 
benefit from its light. 


How silly it is to allow certain 
names to shut: out from our souls 
all the truth which may come 
from certain sources. Each one of 
us has windows in his spirit tight- 
ly sealed, with inscriptions across 
them—“from Nazareth.” Trans- 
lated into our experiences, they 
read: Republican, Democrat, Cath- 
olic, Protestant, Jew, Gentile, 
northern, southern. Here is the 
demagogue’s greatest opportunity. 
How skilfully he uses these names 
to tag and damn his opponents, 
coining our prejudices into his 
financial gain, and _ exploiting 
them into political power. 


Nowhere does prejudice find a 
more intense and deadly expres- 
sion than in the realm of religion. 
It is inevitable and wholesome 
that we should form our ideals 
and convictions concerning reli- 
gious questions—write our creeds 
and rear our standards, But of all 
realms of thought this is the )::t 
place where faith and opinion 
should, be fixed and final. So long 
as we believe in a li , revealing 
God, we should ever looking 
for more light. Each day there 
may come a clearer revelation, 
and every day’s experience may 
throw more light on past revela- 
tions. : 

This story of Phillip and Na- 
thaniel also reveals a cure for 

rejudice. Phillip refuses to de- 

ate the abstract question wheth- 
er it is possible for anything good 
to come from Nazareth, but quiet- 
ly challenges: “Come and see.” 
Instead of an academic argument, 
he pfoposes a laboratory experi- 
ment, I can think of no better re- 
ligius exhortation than, “Come 
and see.” Don’t allow anyone to 
close the windows of your ‘soul 
ripe a name, a phrase, or a red 
ag.

the opposite side is a magnificent 
procession of 26 Saints, clad in 
white garments, bearing wreaths 
in their hands, approaching Christ 
enthroned between Angels.

The palatium, or palace of 
Theodoric, is another spell-bind- 
ing sight which our American sol- 
diers may now stare upon. It, too, 
contains unbelievably magnificent 
friezes and mosaics, each wrought 
in tireless patterns and colors, de 
picting the early days of Chris: 
tianity. 

The Church of San Vitale is an- 
other great work of art, its oc- 
tagonal dome presenting the tri- 
umph of Byzantium architecture 
which was begun in the west 
about 525. The mausoleum of 
Galla Placidia, dating to about 450 
A. D. is another outstanding edi- 
fice. The beautiful Baptistery of 
the Orthodox, which adjoins the 
cathedral, was conve from a 
bath-house by Archbishop Neon in 
the fifth century, the frieze of its 
12 apostles drawing tourists from 
near and far. 

What is perhaps the world’s 
finest piece of ivory carving is 
the throne of the Archbishop 
Maximin now standing in the 
Archiepiscopal Palace. Probably 
carved in Alexandria, it was orig- 
inally sent as a gift to Emperor 
Otho III, about the year 1001 
A. D. It is elaborately adorned 
with reliefs in ivory representing 
scenes from the life of Christ, and 
the history of Joseph. Each scene 
is framed by intertwining branches 
peopled with minute animals of 
the nearby forests. 


Ravenna’s monument of Guida- 
rello Guidarelli by Lombardi is 
considered one of the most perfect 
representations of death ever 
sculptured, while the Colonna dei‘ 
Francesi, commemorating the Bat- 
tle of Ravenna in 1557, carved in 
deathless marble, is another of the 
city’s memorable treasures.

ence, have we seen such a wealth

San Carlo Reception 
In Atlanta Regrettable 


In a city, nationally rated as 
outstandingly opera-conscious, it is 
highly regrettable that Atlanta mu- 
sic patrons failed to support the 
San Carlo opera presentations last 
weekend. 

The presentations were well 
worth support for two equally im- 
portant reasons: for opera’s sake 
or as a benefit project sponsore 
by the local civic clubs, Else- 
where—before discriminating au- 
diences in Boston, New York and 
San Francisco—the San Carlo 
company has sung to capacity 
houses in recent seasons. 

And, had Atlanta given the com- 
pany a chance, the audiences here 
would be singing the praises of 
the San Carlo performers as high- 
ly as these praises are being sung 
in other parts of the country. 

The company did get off to a 
poor start by having the opening 
of Saturday matinee delayed be- 
cause of transportation difficul- 
ties, but the presentation of ‘‘Rigo- 
letto” was nonetheless impressive. 

Under the direction of veteran 
San Carlo Director Fortune Gallo, 


the company staged a production 
of Verdi’s “Aida” that was vocally, ti 


dramatically and scenically regal 
and sumptuous. It was grand op- 
era in the grand manner. 


POMP OF PHARAOHS 


The spacious stage of the audi- 
torium was the scene of a rich, 
colorful preven’. typical of the 
pomp and grandeur of the ancient 
Pharaohs, The costumes, styled to 
the period, were elaborate and gor- 
geously hued. For a touring com- 
pany their immaculate freshness 
was noteworthy. 

The principals were stars of first 
magnitude, who interpreted their 
roles with artistry and distinction. 
Their co-operation could not have 
been more genuine had they been 
on the stage of the Metropolitan. 
There was no attempt on the part 
of any singer to take the spotlight 
and a better co-ordinafed perform 
ance could hardly be imagined.

NEW YORK, Dec. woth nies 
On one day’s emergency notice 
was asked to take the role of 
Leonora in “Il Trovatore” when 
Zinka Milanov, billed for the part, 
became ill, Prior to learning the 
musie for the fourth act a few 
days before I was called upon to 
pinch-hit. I hadn’t seen the score 
of “II Trovatore” in two years. 
But after an hour and a quarter 
singing rehearsal, I replaced the 
sick star at that night’s perform- 
ance, : 

Was I scared? What's a stage 
for but to be walked on! There 
is no thril.-equal to tha. of a debut 
but like every other great moment, 
it has an undercurrent of what is 
commonly called stage fright. 

Nearly every music student, 
iooking ahead to her debut, won- 
ders if she will be a victim of 
this pre-performance nervousness, 
and how to combat it, The answer 
is, I think, that it is not nervous- 
ness or stage fright, but excite- 
ment, and the counterirritant is 
poise. i 
EXCITBMENT GOOD 

A certain amount of excitement 
is good for a singer. It adds bril- 
liance to her voice and her per- 
sonality, It enhances her stage- 
presence and transmits to the audi- 
ence something of her own exub- 
erance, 

I always have believed that 
poise is not a lack of nervousness; 
but. the ability to control it. You 
can talk yourself out of it, for ex- 
ample. You can say to yourself: 
“IT know my role; I have had good 
training; I have appeared before 
sudiences and I have a good, clear 
impression of the personality 1 am 
to portray. There is no point in 
being afraid. This - performance 
rneans too much to my future to 
endanger it with wor- 
ries.” 

Another way is to talk with 
someone else in the cast (or in 
the office, as the case may be) 
who igs visibly affected by stage 
fright, and reassure her. In build- 
ing up her self-confidence, you re- 
inforce your own, 

FEAR LEAVES 

Once on the stage,.I find myself 
so engrossed in portraying the 
role according to my impression 
of the character, that the perform- 
enee is over in an amazingly short 
time, and with the fall of the cur- 
tain, the fear is gone. 

The same philosophy applies to 
women in all walks of life. The 
actress knows the same tremors 
of excitement when she stands in 
the wings waiting for her cue. So 
does the woman who, in a weak 
moment, has agreed to read a pa- 
per before her club—a thing she 
never has done before. 

But some way or other she rea- 
sons herself out of it, at least par- 
tially, and makes her entrance. 
She goes through her performance 
with a vivacity which nothing but 
that inner excitement could have 
given her, and-she will remember 
the thrill of. the applause long aft- 
wie fh public appearances are mem- 
ories.

BOOK BOOM BRINGS BLESSINGS 


Authors Now Attaining 
Higher Income Brackets 


By CAROLYN COGGINS 
BERTITA HARDING is just 
one more of the glamorous-look- 
ing authors who are good-looking 
enough to get on without so many 
agile brains ... The most striking 
thing about Bertita’s appearance 
’ §s her serene face. To go with it 
she has blonde hair, a peaches- 
and-cream complexion and a nice 
figure—on the small side as per- 
sons go... Perhaps the serenity 
has something to do with Jack 
... COLONEL JACK HARDING 
is in the Army Air Corps, has 
been overseas, but returned four 
months ago to Washington, D. C., 
where Bertita joined him. Before 
that her writing consisted of “A 
V-mail letter a day,” so it is no 
wonder that her new book “The 
Lest Waltz.” took three and a half 
years to get itself completed since 
her “Amazon Throne” Ber- 
tita is a singer and leciurer of 
Grar.atic ability. Her writing ca- 
reer began as the result of pub- 
lishers seeing her on the stage 
dramatizing the mad Carlotta, 
which as her first book became 
“Phanten Crown.” She can speak 
or sing in five languages even 
better than a well brought-up 
child in Europe and living in Mex- 
ico should do... While in South 
America, Bertita admired the 
senoras custom of wearing their 
spectacies like jewelry, having 
smoked lenses witl. different co]- 
ered rims. She adopted the idea 
and it is most becoming... We 
hope the fashion will spread. 
There is an actress who, the 
other day, turned down making a 
picture because after the govern- 
ment tax-take the work would 
“only net me about $15,000.” It 
was an amount obviously consid- 
er-7 small change ... Authors, 
the poor, hard-working things, 
rarely have such worries. Seldom 
do you hear of one even beset with 
running both a town and country 
home, or even one or the other. 
A ter and a small shelter 
to put it in is more like their lot. 
This year things have changed. 
There are more tax-paying-in-the- 
big-brackets authors than the 
world has ever seen. A country 
suddenly decided it wants to learn 
or be amused, or both . 
Instead of 15,000 or '25,000 copies 
of an author’s book book selling as they 
did in when successful, 
there are about 30 books in either 
the quarter-million or half-million 
sales class—unheard-of success in 
the past except for exce 
thing—a CARL SANDBURG Lin- 
coln volume, let us say. 
There is a man with a single 
track mind for you. This blond, 
thin. caricature of a fellow start- 
ed thinking about Lincoln almost 
as soon as he could think after 
being born in [Illinois only 13 
yeas following Lincoln’s death. 
He has learned ahd unlearned 
things about Lincoln all his life, 
starved for his pains... and, 
eventually, made a fortune out of 
his sticktoitiveness ... He has 
made well over a couple of mil- 
lion dollars off “The Povete Ye®rs” 


and “The War Years,” the way we 


roughly. figure it . . . Which is 
very nice because he has been 
writing about 35 years and has 
only had 11 books to flourish in 
all that time. It was quite a gam- 
ble, if you stopped to think about 
it, which we are sure Mr. Sand- 
bi rg never did. He is as happy-go- 
lucky as a kid and more fun. 

An unliterary thought is that 
those thick Lincoln volumes of 
ours are one day going to be re- 
bound, splitting them into twice 
as many books to reduce the for- 
bidding size, and binding them in 
old-fashioned wallpaper with 
lesther backstraps. 


But about those astounding 
book figures ...A mere quarter 
of a million copies of a title sell- 
ing these days is as common as 
fortunes were in Wall Street dur- 
ing the twenties ... Richer for 
the blood are those titles, perhaps 
two dozen of them, which are 
still going as fasi as the paper 
guota will permit but have al- 
ready sold just under or over a 
half-million copies ... To name 
a few, there is “Earth and High 
Heaven,” by GWETHALYN GRA- 
HAM ... ERIC KNIGHT'S “Las- 
sie Come Home” ... MARY 
O’HARA’S “My Friend Flicka” 
ani “Thunderhead” .. . Those re- 
ligious novels written by SCHO.- 
LEM ASCH, “The Nazarene” and 
“The Apostie” ... BOB HOPE’S 
“I Never Left Home,” if you in-: 
clude paper as well as the cloth’ 
edition ... To show that the book 
world thinks this state of affairs 
is going to continue JOHN STEIN- 
BECK’S new novel, “Cannery 
Row,” is due on the second day 
of January. To be sure it gets 
where it’s wanted around the 
country, the publishers have plac- 
ed an order for a quarter of a mil- 
lion copies to be printed. 


Probably nothing could be 
nicer for a European transplanted 
to the United States than to be 
forced by his work to travel all 
over the country. This is the fate 
of BARON JOSEPH VAN DER 
ELST, a tall, enthusiastic gentle- 
man from Belgium, whose career 
has been diplomacy, his avocation 
art. Now his hobby has blossom- 
ed into a book, “The Last Flower- 
ing of the Middle Ages,” which is 
a story about the people and paint- 
ers of Flanders told in a fireside 
manner. He has been lecturing for 
several years all over the United 
States, so he knows the people 
and has fallen in love with the 
country ...

War Criminals 
Brought to Book 
By Legal Light 


WAR CRIMINALS, THEIR 
PROSECUTION AND PUNISH- 
MENT, by Sheldon Gueck. (AIl- 
fred A. Knopf, New York, $3.00.) 

Written by Harvard University’s 
professor of criminal law, this 
book deals with the legal problems 
involved in bringing Hitler, Hiro- 
hito and their henchmen to ny tora 

Prof. Gueck- definitely does not 
hold that the principle of “nulla 
crimen et nulla poena sine ‘ege” 
should be applied in a manner to 
enable criminals against world 
peace to escape. Nor is he any 
advocate of the theory that the 
head of a state is beyond the pale 
of the law. 

His contention is that unless 
world courts are set up and these 
war criminals are given a lawful 
trial, either they will escape scot- 
free as they did after the last war, 
or the world will resort to re- 
prisals which would lower the en- 
tire world to the present depths 
of Germany and Japan. 

A bit on the legalistic. side, I 
must admit, but still an important 
contribution to modern thought on 
méthods of handling war criminals 
and oe a careful reading. 


NO GIFTS FROM CHANCE, By 
Margaret Pedler. Robert M. Mc- 
Bride & Co, $2.50. 

This is a refreshing love story 
laid in the quiet countryside of 
4 Devonshire, England, and is quite 
a change from the war novels that 
have recently been published.

A MAN OF MANY FACETS 


Walter H. Hebert, 366 pages,

Gen. Joseph Hooker, briefly and 


mander-in-chief of the Army of 
the Potomac, has always been and 
still is a better subject for a psy- 
choanalyst or psychiatrist than 
for a military biographer. 

He is one of a rather long list 
of leaders of various rank and de- 
gree on both sides who dug their 
graves with their own tongues 
and pens; both perfectly adequate 
tools if sharp and heavy enough, 
as they were in his case. He was 
forever haunted by ill luck, most 
of his own making, though the 
“fighting” epithet that gave him 
an embarrassing build-up was not 
his fault. A careless type-setter 
omitted a period. 

Hooker|began digging his grave 
almost as soon as he entered West 
Point in 1833. He was vain, assert- 
ive, quick to take offense at the 
slightest provocation and some- 
times at none at all, and gradu- 
ated 29th in a class of 50, of whom 
quite a number disliked him cor- 
dially. His Mexican War record is 
covered in nine pages and shows 
nothing above or below that of 
many of his ociates; but a char- 
acteristic petually seeking to}; 
improve his position, and a patho- 
logical tendency to talk too much 
and out of turn, Never distin- 
guished for tact and discrimina- 
tion, he chose as one of his targets 
the commanding general and s0 
started his collection of future 
powerful enemies. 


The years between the Mexican 
and Civil Wars were spent in Cali- 
fornia, and are the melancholy 
record of a never-too-strong char- 
acter going completely to seed. He 
began to drink heavily and it 
seemed to affect him in all his re- 
He welched on 
gambling debts, had to be sued for 
commercial debts and finally fail- 
ed to return borrowed money to 
the two worst men in the whole 
U, S. Army to have as enemies, 
Halleck and Sherman, 


MAKES MANY ENEMIES 


‘With the inauspicious liabilities 
of the dislike, to use no stronger 
term, of Winfield Scott, Hallack 
and Sherman, to mention just a 
few, he came to the Army too late 
to be anything but a spectator at 
First Manassas. However, with 
an unbelievable impudence he as- 
sured no less a personage than

Fighting Joe Hooker 
Gets a Going-Over 


“FIGHTING JOE HOOKER,” 


Abraham Lincoln that he was a 
“damned sight better general than 
anybody he had there.” The di- 
vinely patient Lincoln, probably 
thinking he could be all that and 
still be no prodigy, promoted him 
at once to Colonel and within 
days he was brigadier general, He 
had already stated categorically 
that if given a colonelcy of a regi- 
ment he would soon be command- 
er of the entire army and take 
Richmond, Conceit of that volume 
is refreshing and leads one to 
wonder what he was expecting to 
do as brigadier general. 


The rest of his relatively short 
career is the story of the rise and 
decent of a rocket. By constant 
intriguing he rises finally to the

The rest is the descent. Hal- 
leck, not a particle less vindictive 
for the not too-distant defalcation, 
tosses him into the lion’s den, 
where Grant first mauls him and 
then, departing for Virginia, leaves 
him to the still less tender mer- 
cies of Sherman, also still smart- 
"ing. One can almost see the fi- 
nancially-scarred lion rising joy- 
fully to embrace Hooker. and 
squeeze him to death. It would 
seem to the impartial observer 
that Hooker received very bad 
treatment, quite aside from the 
merits of the case, but he is not 
without sin himself. All three, 
both at the time and after the war, 
conducted themselves more like 
fishwives engaged in airy persi- 
flage than soldiers or even grown- 
ups. In any event, Sherman had 
the last word and literally forced 
Hooker out of the army and for 
good, a little over a year after 
Chancellorsville. It is a fine text 
for a sermon on the inadvisability 
of not paying ‘debts. 


The final years are equally mel- 
ancholy reading though they con- 
tain the single successful financial 
venture of Hooker’s life, his mar- 


riage in 1865 at the age of 51, to/. 


a wealthy woman, who, dying in 
1868 left him enough to keep him 
in comfort until his death in 1879. 
Paralyzed in 1865, almost certainly 
as an aftermath of his injury at 
Chancellorsville, again in 1867, un- 
til his death he wandered rest- 
lessly from place to place, visiting 
old attlefields and attending re-

‘The period with which this 
novel deals was made to order for 
a swiftly moving story of bitter 
conflicts and violent emotions.

Her heroine is Geraldine Wins- 
low, a Yankee, who goes to Vir- 
ginia just after the War Between 
the States, to teach the Negro to 
read and wfite and to help him 
understand his new freedom.

smell of smoke can be one of the 
most dreadful of all things in the coun- 
try. The other day I happened to be seven 
or eight miles: away from town when a 
grass fire started amid a group of weath- 
ered houses which had stood since long 
before I was a boy. The settled feeling 
of sunny age and ripeness was destroyed 
by a rim of hot, smoking flame which 
licked forward with little patches of fiery 
grass leapfrogging wherever you looked. 

I saw a girl running with pails of water, 
and a man beating with a broom at the 
doorway of a little house. I took a broom 
and beat too, but it seemed hopeless. 
What several centuries had stored in the 
quiet countryside was turning to ashes in 
an afternoon. 

But then the first fire truck came from 
town, twelve minutes at the most after a 
telephone alarm. The fire was stopped just 
as it seared the Tilac bush at the corner of 
an ancient house with a sheet of flame 
from near-by sumachs and bayberries. 


I ap seen most of the men individually 
many times before. They were of all the 
different occupations you find in any small 
town, and seeing them is one of the most 
natural of all things. But they were not 
the same that day at the fire. Most of 
them, I suppose, were members of the 
volunteer fire department, but others were 
just neighbors. Nobody had told them to 
come. That is what I mean. It was the 
same with the firemen and the rest; they 
were there because they wanted to help, 
and they knew how to help. It made you 
feel proud and glad to see their faces. 

I thought then of other times. I remem- 
bered how, some years ago, a man born 
in this same town was brought home for 
burial. He had lived in a city some distance 
away, and his funeral had been held there. 
There was no announced service at the 
grave. But when the coffin was taken from 
the hearse, a group of men and women 
who had known the dead man through the 
years stepped forward from among the 
arborvitae and white stones. They were 
not there by prearrangement. Nobody had 
told them to come. 

The fact that they were there, silent 
and unobtrusive, made more of a differ- 


ence than you may believe. A tide of sym- 


pathy had risen from the town. In place 
of loneliness, there was a sharing. . 

I thought of a different occasion, still, 
an evening in February when the ice pond 
just one meadow removed from our house 
was frozen with eight-inch ice .and a thaw 
was certain before morning. It wasn’t 
possible for the woman who owned the 
pond — she had bravely taken over the 
business after her father’s death — to save 
her ice in those few hours; and the chances 
of another hard freeze that wnter were 
not worth talking about. 


Somenow or other an electric light was 
borrowed and a cable strung across the 
fields to the icehouse. Then the. men of 
the town went to work with saws and 


You couldn’t see their faces most of the 
time, but you knew who they were. They 
all harvested ice that night, and most of 
them were there only because they wanted 
to be. Nobody had told them to come. 

Let me add one more instance from my 
own experience. Long ago, through bun- 
gling somewhere along the line, a cast-iron 
bed for a printing press was trucked into 
town late in the evening and somehow 
had to be shifted into our office. It weighed 
‘three-and-a-half tons. I remember my own 
feeling of helplessness and despair, but all 
at once a lot of men were at work. They 


. took out a front window and the big slab 


was slid in on planks and rollers. 


I cannot sum up the common theme of . 


these experiences in one word. ““Team- 
work”’ ig not good enough or broad enough. 
What I want to say is that American life 
is enriched by immeasurable good will and 
all-round knowing-how which has a way 


of rising to the surface when it ts needed. ; 


SMALL towns are a good place to watch 
this rallying, this. understanding,—this 
quick, generous support in time of need. 
A word, a sign is enough to set it moving 
and a man’s religion or politics or, bank 
balance has nothing to do with it. 

Such values are a part of the old pioneer- 
ing tradition, but they serve as a strong 
tie between the country and the cities of 
America. In a city it is, of course, unneces- 
sary to turn out for the same common, 
simple things — until an emergency comes. 
But then the units within the city — this 
factory, that apartment house, this sub- 
urb — all become small towns in spirit. 
Their people turn to or turn out as neigh- 
bors with that feeling of drawing together 
which is as old as our nation itself.

For years, at the American 
Museum of Natural History, we have been 
examining huge fossil bones of mastodons and 
whales, sent in by people who hoped they had 
found the remains of giants. These most re- 

discoveries, however, are the real thing. 


The jaw makes the jaw of a modern man 
look like that of a babe. The bone is thicker 
than that of the largest gorilla. The three 
teeth came from two different individuals. 
And they must have belonged to men even 
larger than the giant whose jaw we examined. 
One molar is the size of the end of my thumb. 

A German, Dr. von Koenigswald, 
found the jaw and teeth before the war 
— the jaw in Java, the tremendous teeth 
in Seuth China. The war swallowed him 
up, and we don’t know what has become 
of him, or of ‘the fossils themselves. Fortu- 
nately, however, a distinguished scientist, 
Dr. Franz Weidenreich, made casts of them 
in China. These casts are now at the Ameri- 
can Museum of Natural History, where Dr. 
Weidenreich is a guest scientist. 


A Missing Link 


‘You may think that a jaw and three teeth 

are scanty evidence on which to conclude 

that a whole race of giants existed. Scientists, 

however — and scientists are extremely cau- 

tious people — need no more evidence. A 

scientist can tell by examination whether a . 

tooth belonged to a man or a gorilla. Back in 

1927, for instance, Dr. Davidson Black found 

a human tooth among fossils from an excava- 

tion outside Peking, China. Seeing immedi- 

| | ately that it was human and very primitive, 

<a i rare he concluded that it was evidence of a new 
SLEUTH: For years, Dr. Andrews has been unearthing prehistoric animal fossils. Now he’s stalking ancient Goliaths genus, a missing link, which he called Peking 
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Man. Further excavations at the place where 
the tooth was found later bore him out. The 
tcoth had been the first step in one of the 
most important discoveries ever made in 
human evolution. 

In the same. way, we now have clues where 
to look in Java and China for our giants. And 
we already have not only teeth but a jaw. 
They come from different individuals, and 
from different areas. That, in itself, is pre- 
sumptive proof that we aré not on the trail 
of some isolated freak, some prehistoric gland 
case. Actually, we have even more scientific 
proof. Glandular giants always have abnormal 
bone development; the man with the jaw did 
not. Again, glandular giants always have 
normal-sized teeth in their oversized jaws. 
These teeth are tremendous. Both the man 
with the jaw and the man with the teeth were 
perfectly healthy individuals. 


He Was Husky! 


How big were they? To get an answer to 
that question is one of the reasons for an ex- 
pedition to find more fossil remains, The 
‘*teeth and jaw don’t tell us enough to recon- 
struct the whole man. Dr. Weidenreich, how- 
ever, from a long and careful study of the jaw 
found in Java, has determined that the man 


The other men — China’s men with the 
tremendous teeth — were even bigger. Two 
or three times as big, in fact, though we don’t 
know yet whether they ran to breadth or 
height. Their teeth were six times as large 
as ours. 

The existence of these human giants fits 
right into the whole story of man’s evolution 
as we have come to know it. We don’t know 
in just how many regions primitive humans 
came into being in prehistoric times; but one 
of them was certainly that part of the Far 
East where our jaw and teeth were found. 

Manlike apes, such as the gorilla, de- 
veloped with man from a common stock, 
known as the Forest Ape. Some of them 
spent more and more time upon the 
ground, They began to walk on their hind 
feet, leaving their hands free for the use of 
sticks and stones. Along with the erect pos- 
ture and the consequent use of their hands, 
their brains developed. Some died out without 
reaching human status, Others progressed up 
the ladder to become primitive humans. 

In Java and China there happened to be 
places where the geological conditions were 
favorable for the preservation of fossils. The 
finding of such important remains as those 
of the Java Ape Man (Pithecanthropus erectus), 
and Peking Man, gave scientists proof of 
these evolutionary developments. These early 
men, however, were small —even smaller 
than we are today. 


Had there not been some earlier, larger 
missing links? Many other mammals, during 
their evolutionary development, were known 
to have grown to gigantic size, until Nature 
found that enormous size was a liability in- 
stead of an asset. Why hadn't there been a 
similar development in the case of man? 

Now we know that there was. And evi- 
dence suggests these stages of evolution: 


1. Dr. Weidenreich thinks it probable that 
the South China man with the tremendous 
teeth is not only the biggest but the earliest 
man whose remains have yet been found. 
It seems likely that some men, at least, 
started as huge giants, and that such giants 
existed in South China in the beginning of the 
Ice Age or earlier, perhaps as much as a mil- 
lion years ago. 


2. The Java giant with the great jaw might 
well have been a descendant of the men from 
South China. He was not more than half as 
big as the South China man. This indicates 
that Nature was already scaling man’s size 
down. 


3. The jaw of the Java giant was found 
in the same fossil beds that produced the 
Java Ape Man, Pithecanthropus erectus. The 
giant, however, was definitely more primi- 
tive. This indicates strongly that the smaller 
Java Ape Man was an evolutionary descend- 
ant of the race of giants — that Nature had 
further scaled man’s size sharply downward. 


4. The fact that modern man is larger 
than the Java Ape Man suggests that Nature, 
having given up on giants, went too far in the 
other direction, then swung back, and gave 
man as much additional size, through the 
centuries, as he could profitably use. 


Nature’s Experiment 


Dr. WEIDENREICH advances this idea purely 
as theory, however; there are not yet suffi- 
cient facts to prove it. What is certain is that 
we will never again develop into a race of 
giants, even though we have been growing 
larger in recent generations. Nature tried that 


' experiment, and it failed. 


I hope and believe that we shall find enough 
more fossil remains where the jaw and teeth 
were found to give us many more facts. We 
already have our preliminary plans made for 
an expedition to Java and South China. 

But scientific progress, like so much other 
progress, must wait on war. Even after the 
war, we will have to negotiate with the gov- 
ernments which will control the areas. But 
though the war delays us now, it may even- 
tually help us speed things up. Bulldozers, 
developed for war, will be very useful for 
removing the upper earth above the fossil 
layers in a hurry, 

Thus will modern man put modern giant

T WAS December two years ago. Our ship

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Gingerbread Folk

Here’s how to make 
cooky people who 
will dance all over 


your Christmas tree 


’S A gingerbread kingdom, 


that sunbright country kitchen . 


where Irene Glenn creates the little 
brown cooky people. Spicy and 


sweet — but too alive to be eaten 


—a vast company comes daily 
from her baking ovens. 

Daughter Susan was two when 
Mother Irene decorated her first 
Christmas tree with the Mother 
Goose cooky folks. Tucked among 
the green branches were Little 
Miss Muffet, Little Boy Blue, the 
pig that stayed home. So it began 


— there never came an ending to | 


this fancy gingerbread baking. 
Neighbors came begging, ‘‘Make a 
set for our tree.”’ Gingerbread fun 
grew into a gingerbread business. 
Today Irene Glenn sells all the 
gingerbread characters she and 
one helper can make. And not just 
at Christmas — but for holidays 
the year round. 


Wooden Patterns 


IRENE used paper patterns in the 
beginning, but they’re too slow 
and tedious for commercial pro- 
duction. Now she transfers the 
paper patterns to wood, using ends 
of orange crates (one-half inch 
thick), sandpapered sleek. A jig- 
saw does the cutting, then the 
edges are smoothed and finished 
with a thin metal banding three- 
fourths inch wide, nailed on to 
allow one-fourth inch projection 
to make the sharp cutting edge. 
Children’s coloring books pro- 


vide the picture people; these are. 


carbon-paper-traced to the wood. 
Silhouettes work best when it 
comes to the decorating. Lines 
which are to be accentuated with 
icing —- eyes, buttons, pockets — 
should be drawn into the pattern, 
as a memory aid. 

The gingerbread artist has a 
bagful of tricks she plays on the 
cooky-dough people. To make a 
soldier march she spreads his feet 
wide apart. Bend his knee — see, 
he’s running! A donkey is made 
stubborn by shoving his four feet 
tight together;; down with his 
head. Experiment, 


advises the 


.baker. Eyes, mouth, a line for an 


arm, she makes with a toothpick 
in the soft dough and the marks 
stay in right through the baking. 
But roll the toothpick along, other- 
wise the dough tears. 

Like human beings, gingerbread 
people should be sweet and tender 
— but strong. A good dough is 
essential. Here’s the Glenn recipe: 

Gingerbread Men 

1 teaspoon salt 

\4 teaspoon nutmeg (optional) 

4 teaspoon cloves 

3 teaspoons cinnamon 

1 teaspoon ginger 

5 cups sifted flour 

1 cup shortening 

1% cups sugar 

1 egg, well-beaten 

1 cup light molasses 

¥ cup hot water 

11% teaspoons soda 

Sift together salt,~spices and 
1 cup of flour. Cream the shorten- 
ing, add sugar gradually, beating 
until light and fluffy. Add egg, 
then slightly warmed molasses. 
Diesolvé soda in hot water and 
stir into the mixture. Don’t beat, 
stir — to avoid bubbles. Stir in 
sifted flour and spice mixture grad- 
ually. Add remaining flour, a cup- 
ful at a time, just until dough is 
soft and moist to the touch of the 
finger, but never, never sticky. 
About 5 cups of flour usually 
works perfectly but it may vary 
slightly depending on the flour. 
Chill the dough in the refrigerator 
6 to 8 hours. Roll out a small 
amount at one time on a lightly 
floured board. Roll dough to \& to 
4 inch in thickness. Santa Claus, 
donkeys, pigs and other fatties 
look better thick-cut. Stars, 
trees, angels are prettiest made 
daintily thin. 

When a cardboard pattern is 
used, lay it on the rolled dough, 
cutting around the outline with a 
small, sharp-pointed knife, folding 
back the outside dough as you 
work. With a pancake turner, 
transfer the figure to a greased 
pan. Bake in a moderate oven 
(350°F.) about 8 to 10 minutes. 
Yield: 75 to 100 figures, depending 
on size. Rack the cookies to cool 
and dry before adding the fancy 
decorations. Use a seven-minute 
icing and work with but a table- 
spoonful at a time so crystals 
won't form. Add a least bit of pow- 
dered sugar to hasten the drying.
